One  has  only  to  stop  for  a moment  to  re- 
alize what  the  ordinary  hazards  of  modern 
foot  and  vehicular  traffic  become  to  those 
who  are  without  sight  I his  is  a bustling 
world  in  a busy  age  Rush  is  the  keynote 
everywhere  It  is  assumed  that  those  who 
are  momentarily  in  a traftc  lane  will  get  out 
of  harm's  wav  I hat  assumption  can  never 
become  wholly  jusified  I here  may  be  in  the 
thick  of  the  press  a white  vane  and  then  the 
world  must  give  way. 

All  of  which  will  be  conceded  without 
argument  This  community,  one  noted  for 
its  innate  courtesy  and  ^gentleness.  •'  coming 
to  know  the  white  cane  well  More  than 
that,  it  honors  its  hearer  having  found  that 
individuals  so  allhctcd  arc  in  themselves 
courageous,  industrious  cheerful  mannerly 
and  all  that  men  and"  women  should  be 
What  we  have  yet  to  learn,  and  without 
exception  is  to  watch  lor  the  white  cane,  ami 
to  give  it  at  all  times  and  in  all  degrees  the 
clear  right  of  way  There  the  mind  and  the 
heart  will  be  in  firmest  accord  All  of  us 
may  be  proud  to  wait  a little  while  courage 
passes  by 

White  Cane  Wctk  sponsored  by  the  Na 
tional  Institute  for  the  IMmd.  will  be  ob 
served  throughout  Canada  between  January 
20  and  26  inclusively  Here  on  Vancouver 
Island  it  will  be  welcomed 

Grave  Mistake 

The  statement  issued  bv  - Defence  Head- 
quarters in  Ottawa  concerning  the  reprieve 
granted  to  Nazi  Major-General  Kurt  Meyer 
will  not  alter  the  feelings  of  manv  Canadians 
— that  a grave  mistake  has  been  made  and  that 
the  original  sentence  ol  death  should  have 
been  carried  out  It  is  somewhat  strange, 
in  fact,  to  find  Defence  Headquarters  empha- 
sizing that  Meyer  had  not  personally  ordered 
the  killing  of  Canadian  prisoners  as  though 
some  palliation  of  the  offence  was  due  the 
Nazi  general  He  certainly  did  not  stop  it 

The  fact  is  unaltered  that  he  was  adjudged 
responsible  for  the  slaughter  of  Canadian 
soldiers  in  cold  blood,  by  the  Canadian  mill 
tary  court  whtch  heard  all  the  evidence  and 
condemned  him  to  death,  Tt  is  worth  not- 
ing also,  that  Meyer  himscll  in  his  petition 
for  leniency  said  he  found  no  fault  wqh  the 
verdict  He  appealed  on  the  grounds  of  sym 
pathv  for  hn  family,  which  has  been  lorth 
coming  with  a celerity  ill  according  the  sym- 
pathy due  the  families  of  his  victims 

If  is  now  established  that  the  reprieve 
granted  Meyer  wm  authorized  by  Maior 
General  Chris  Vokes  in  his  capacity  of  con 
fuming  officer  I he  same  officer,  as  head 
ol  the  Canadian  Army  CXcupaticm  Forte. 


hold  il  There  is  some  satisfaction,  perhaps, 
that  the  report  thar  his-wtfcand  family  might 
come  to  Canada  is  officially  stated  to  be 
"without  foundation  " If  Meyer  has  to 
serve  his  sentence  in  this  country,  his  status 
should  be  that  of  a convicted  criminal,  and 
nothing  else  and  he  is  that. 

An  almost  indecent  haste  is  being  shown 
in  shipping  him  to  Canada.  I he  ink  was 
hardly  dry  on  the  announcement  that  he  had 
been  reprieved  before  he  was  bundled  aboard 
a plane  for  F.ngland  en  route  to  this  country. 
It  almost  looks  as  though  Defence  Headquar- 
ters had  been  anxious  to  present  Canadians 
with  a finality  and  thereby  nullify  rbrytorm 
of  protest  which  the  action  of  General  Vokes 
has  provoked  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  this  Dominion  Speed,  however, 
does  not  supplant  wisdom 

Doiiliiful  Economy 

While  this  community  is  disappointed 
that  local  shipyards  tailed  in  their  bids  to 
secure  contracts  for  the  building  ol  len  large 
freighters  for  the  French  Government,  it  will 
congratulate  the  Vancouver  yard  which  tend 
ered  successfully  The  welfare  of  British 
Columbia  is  intermingled,  and  if  this  city 
could  not  be  awarded  the  contracts,  the  next 
best  thing  is  that  the  Mainland  city  should 
build  the  ships  Other  contracts  are  reported 
to  ’be  in  the  offing  and  local  yards  may  be 
more  fortunate  next  time* 

These  contracts  are  the  first  private  post- 
war shipbuilding  order  and  il  they  presage 
a resurgence  of  the  shipbuilding  industry  on 
this  coast,  which  has  fallen  into  the  doldrums 
since  war  contracts  teased,  the  unemployment 
picture  will  be  brightened  materially.  I hey 
offer  proof  it  it  were  needed,  that  the  ability 
of  British  Columbia  yards  to  build  good 
ships  in  peace  as  well  as  in  war  is  recognized, 
and  may  induce  other  maritime  concerns  to 
follow  the  example  ot  the  French  Govern- 
ment 

Strength  is  added  to  the  contention  that 
the  Canadian  Pacific  and  Canadian  National 
Railways  might  well  consider  replenishing 
their  coastal  fleets  by  building  new  vessels 
in  British  Columbia  yards  I he  question  of 
costs  is  important  admittedly  hut  the  em- 
ployment of  thousands  of  workers  who 
would  contribute  to  the  economic  value  ol 
these  same  ships  when  in  operation  is  no  less 
so.  It  has  always  been  sound  business  prac- 
tice to  give  credit  to  reliable  customers  in 
need,  and  the  present  shipbuilding  situation 
here  might  well  be  considered  analogous 

Yards  working  at  comparatively  full  ca- 
pacity mean  a great  deal  to  the  general  pros- 
perity of  this  Province,  a factor  directly  al 
feeling  the  economic  returns  to  coastal  services 
operating  on  this  Coast  Where  work  is 
plentiful,  travel  and  the  movement  of  goods 
will  be  continuous  It  seems  to  be  doubtful 
economy  nationally  and  otherwise,  to  let 
efficient  yards  he  empty  and  trained  ship- 
workers  walk  the  streets.

Men  for  Damages 

VANCOUVER  Jan.  17  <C0i— Un- 
stated damages  for  alleged  infringe- 
ment of  Its  trade  mark  were  claimed 
by  Time  Incorporated  of  New  York 
In  an  action  which  opened  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Supreme  Court  here 
yesterday  against  five  Vancouver 
men— four  candidates  In  the  De- 
'cember  12  civic  elections  and  th-rir 
campaign  manager. 

Defendants  are  Alderman  Ft  K. 
Gervln.  Jack  Lawson,  Thomas  Par- 
kin. John  Turner  and  William 
Brodte.  Mr.  Gervln  Is  secretary  of 
the  Vancouver.  New  Westminster 
and  District  Trades  and  I^abor 
Council  i A F.L.i  and  Mr.  Turnrr  u> 
••erretary  of  the  Vancouver  Labor 
Council  'C.C.L.I.  Mr.  Brodlc  was 
their  campaign  manager. 

Time  Incorporated  contended  the 
defendants  published  and  dtatrfc.i'-d 
circulars  and  posters  which  were 
Imitations  of  the  Time  Maga/.l.ie 
format  which  was  registered  In  Ot- 
tawa In  1927  as  a trade  mark. 

The  plain  LifT  complained  that 
readers  might  conclude  it  was  en- 
dorsing the  candidatures  of  the  four 
men.  The  court  was  askefl  to  de- 
clare there  was  an  infringement  of 
the  trade  mark. 

The  hearing  ta  continuing.
